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Compliments cause campaign conflicts

Associated Students Inc. executive 
candidates Sean Zent and Larry Toney 
have been issued a five-day sanction 


from campaigning after their com- 
petitors filed a complaint against them 
with the Board of Elections last week. 
The complaint was filed by ASI 
President John Haberstroh and Jorge 
Soriano, ASI Chief of Staff and a presi- 
dential candidate, who alleged that Zent 
and Toney were campaigning before the 
approved campaign start date of March 


11, according to ASI Communications 
Coordinator Christina Esparza. 

Zent and Toney had set up a booth 
on campus decorated with a sign that 
included both of their names and adver- 
tised “free compliments.” As students 
walked by the booth, Zent and Toney of- 
fered them compliments about their hair, 
clothes and other aspects of that nature. 


Haberstroh said that he and Soriano 
filed the complaint because Zent and 
Toney were tabling outside of the Mul- 
ticultural Center (MCC) for a number 
of hours last week. 

“Although Zent didn’t specifically 
say, ‘Hey, vote for me, he was still 
putting himself out there to get a head 
start,” Haberstroh said. “In my eyes, 


that’s exactly what campaigning is. It’s 
getting your face out there.” 

The BOE found Zent and Toney 
guilty on Friday of campaigning be- 
fore the determined start date. The 
candidates were issued a five-day 
sanction from campaigning at the start

Burglaries result in push for 
increased building security

A push to improve security for on 
campus buildings is gaining momen- 
tum after a few winter break burglaries 
left several student organizations short 
on cash and hardware. 

During winter break, several offices 
in Engineering buildings 3 and 4 were 
broken into, including the office of the 
Associated Engineering Student Body, 
which oversees all engineering stu- 
dent organizations on campus. In total, 
more than $200 in cash and a laptop 
were stolen. 

Associated Students Inc. Senator 
Alex Sanchez said the building lacks 


sufficient security. 

“Tt seems that the doors are old, and 
there’s tricks that you'll be able to get 
in,” he said. 

Sanchez said he spoke with Mike 
Berg, facilities coordinator for the 
College of Engineering, and Berg sug- 
gested that a locksmith go through 
the buildings and test the strength of 
the locks on the doors. Then neces- 
sary adjustments, such as replacing or 
strengthening locks, could be made. 

Sanchez said the move is a neces- 
sity, especially now that some student 
organizations are hesitant to even leave 
supplies in their own offices. 

“We've asked the organizations 
not to leave any money or equipment 
behind,” Sanchez said. “They used to

Joshua Hoh, who initiated the project, 
said the “Steven Spielberg and the Re- 
turn to Film School” project has been 
in the works for a number of years. 
“The initial concept came up in the 
fall of 2010, and the image that trig- 
gered it was that of the great Steven 
Spielberg holding up a boom mike, one 
of the simplest positions on set,” he 


said. “I thought to myself, ‘That would 
be funny.” 

Hoh said while he knew he had a 
great idea, he still needed the money 
and people to make it happen. 

“The whole thing was a tricky pro- 
cess,” Hoh said. “When I first pitched 
the story to my class; it was difficult to 
find people willing to do it.” 


In time, he enlisted the help of stu- 
dents like senior film and electronic 
arts major Yuka King, the film’s pro- 
ducer, and percussion performance 
sophomore Daniel Ellis, the film’s 
score composer.

The top-ranking Cal State Long 
Beach Sailing Team breezed through 
to a first-place finish at the South 
3-4 regatta hosted by University of 
California, Irvine last weekend at the 
Newport Harbor Yacht Club. 

CSULB ranked as No. 2 in the 
Southwest, right behind University of 
California, Santa Barbara going into 
the race. However, after two days on 
the water, CSULB maneuvered their 
way into first and took the lead. 

Senior business marketing major 
and Sailing Team President Shane 
Young skippered the varsity boats with 
help from junior history major Mark 
“the bullet” Ryan. 

“Bullet” is a common sailing term 
for someone who comes in first, Young 
said. 

“Ryan earned it by finishing first 
place in all eight races this weekend,” 
he said. 

The CSULB Sailing Team was 
resurrected in fall 2010 by brothers 
Chase and Shane Young along with 
the help of childhood friends Dustin 
Durant and Laura Newton, according 


to Durant. 

“We needed a minimum of four 
people to have a team, so that’s what 
we started with and began recruiting 
from there,” Durant said. 

Chase Young, Durant and Newton 
have since graduated, leaving Shane 
Young to hold the team together, and 
“he has done a fantastic job,” Durant 
said. 

With no formal coach and very 
limited funding, the team members 
coordinate their own practices. Shane 


Young helps to coach the team mem- 
bers’ on objectives at their weekly 
three-hour practices held Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays at the Alami- 
tos Bay harbor. 

“At the start of practice, we decide 
which drills we are going to work on, and 
afterwards, we debrief as a team and look 
at what it is we are doing well and in what 
ways we can improve,” Young said. 

There are about 18 to 20 young sail- 
ors on the team, some who had never 
set foot on a sailboat before.

“We recruited four newbies at this 
semester’s Week of Welcome so we are 
really excited,” he said. 

Freshman health administration ma- 
jor Katie Glenn joined the team during 
her first semester at CSULB in fall 
2012. Glenn grew up in Tehachapi, Ca- 
lif. — a city far away from the ocean, 
beaches and a local yacht club. 

“T had never even sailed before, but 
it sounded really fun and interesting,” 
Glenn said. “I’ve learned a lot about 
sailing, and I plan to stay on the team 


through the next few years.” 

Freshman business marketing 
major and Sailing Team member Anna 
Rubino said that she also had never 
sailed before. 

“Tt is a huge time commitment, but 
it’s so worth it,” Rubino said. “I love 
being out on the water.” 

CSULB alumnus Steve Flam, who 
came out to help coach at last week- 
end’s regatta, is a local sailor and avid 
supporter of CSULB sailing. Flam 
raced on CSULB’s Sailing Team when 
it was ranked first in the nation more 
than two decades ago. 

“CSULB sailing has been dead for 
20 years, but in the last two years, 
Shane has done an amazing job with 
the team,” Flam said. “He built the 
team from scratch, and he deserves all 
the credit.” 

The CSULB sailing team receives 
only a fraction of the funding that 
other schools in their conference get, 
Shane Young said. CSULB has been 
awarded with $3,000 for the year 
through a grant that Shane Young ap- 
plied for. 

“We raise money through bake sales 
and fundraising dinners at Naples Rib 
Company,” Shane Young said. “We 
get a lot of support from our families 
and also through private donations 
from CSULB alumni and members of 
the Alamitos Bay Yacht Club.” 

The South 5, the next and final re- 
gatta in the Southwest, will be hosted 
by UCSB and held on the weekend of 
March 23.

David Nuon, president of the Asso- 
ciation for Computing Machinery, was 
the first person to notice the break-in. 
During a routine trip to the ACM office 
located in EN-3, he said he noticed the 
door was unlocked and open. 


Nuon said he looked through his of- 
fice, noticed that a moneybox was miss- 
ing and decided to check the security 
footage. When he did, he saw a man 
taking ACM’s money and a laptop. 

’ “The locks are very insecure,” Nuon 
said. “I know those locks are old, and I 


know people have known the locks are 
old.” 

Nuon said adding security cameras 
to offices for student organizations, like 
ACM, was discussed last year, but most 
organizations opted not to install them. 

Even after the burglary, Nuon said he 


isn’t sure that security cameras inside 
the offices themselves are necessary. 

Sanchez said he is unsure when a 
locksmith will come to campus or what 
the locksmith’s visit will entail. There 
have been no break-ins since the De- 
cember burglaries. 
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of the campaign period, according to 
Haberstroh. 

ASI Senator-at-Large Manuel Ni- 
eto said that Zent and Toney also gave 
a presentation to the Student Athletic 
Advisory Committee’ about their ASI 
campaign on Feb. 6, which can also be 
considered early campaigning. 

During the BOE hearing on Friday, 
it was learned that Zent and Toney’s 
fraternity reserved the table under its 
name from the MCC, but allegedly no 
fraternity paraphernalia decorated the 
table, according to Esparza. It’s alleged 
the two were “campaigning” in a round- 
about way, according to Esparza. 

Nieto said that Haberstroh and Soria- 
no will appeal the BOE decision because 
they think the punishment for the cam- 
paign violation was not strict enough. 

“{Zent and Toney] were not’ found 
guilty on the athletics part,” Nieto said. 

The BOE ruled that Zent and Toney were 
in violation of Part VI, B, 1 of the election 
handbook, which. states, “The campaign 
period will begin on the Monday following 
the last Mandatory Candidates Meeting.” 

According to the election handbook, a 
violation of this campaign rule is grounds 
for potential disqualification from the race. 

Zent said that he gives out compliments 
to people on a daily basis and that he 
thinks it positively impacts other peoples’ 
days. He and Toney said they did not have 
any intentions of campaigning and that 
they were holding the compliment booth 
on behalf of their fraternity, Kappa Sigma. 

“We had no idea of the positive influence 
it would have on the students,” Zent said.

Klaus walked by the booth and said that 
he liked what they were doing. 

“We never once mentioned anything 
about ASI, and we weren’t going out of 
our way to introduce ourselves with any 
affiliation to ASI,” Zent said. 


Zent said he and Toney plan to appeal 
the decision. 

“I care about this school so much and 
want to make it a better place for the stu- 
dents,” Zent said. “It really saddens me that 
they would try to have us disqualified.”

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not only to Steven Spielberg, but 
also [Spielberg’s composer] John 
Williams,” Ellis said. “Working on 
this project allowed me to thank 
John Williams for the inspiration 
that he’s provided me, and I also got 
to learn a lot about the style that he 
writes in.” 

King said that the crew worked 
well together, even under the intense 
shooting schedule. 

“When I heard about the Spiel- 
berg Project, I loved the story, which 
is what caught my attention at first,” 
King said. “I feel really lucky to 
have been able to work on a proj- 
ect like this because the experience 
was so much more than what I had 
expected, and I definitely learned a 
lot.” 

With a crew ready to go, Hoh said 
getting the project off the ground 
was still extremely difficult because 
he didn’t have a cast or money to 
hire one. 

“Initially, we didn’t get any fund- 
ing from the school, so we had to 
make the project as low-budget as 
possible,” Hoh said. “I paid for some 
of it myself, some donations came 
from friends and the rest of the mon- 
ey came from family.” 

After a month-long audition 
process in Los Angeles, Hoh-hired 
seven Screen Actors Guild certified 
actors. The hired actors volunteered 
their services to Hoh’s project at no 
cost, he said. 

“Every single person involved 
with this project is doing it because 
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they love it, and I’m extremely proud 
of that,” he said. 

Hoh said he rewrote the script nu- 
merous times before he was satisfied 
with it. 

“We were never completely done 
with it,” he said. “We made changes 
up until a few days before shooting, 
and even when we were on set, we 
kept working. The actors also con- 
tributed some ideas.” 

Although Spielberg is not aware 
of the project, Hoh said he hopes 
Spielberg will eventually have a 
chance to see it. 

“We want to surprise him,” Hoh 
said. “Maybe we'll send him a 
DVD.” 

Hoh said he had to believe through- 
out the whole process that someday 
Spielberg would see the film. 

“If there -was anyone that I want- 
ed to make happy with this film, it 
would be him,” he said. 

The film is expected to be 15 to 20 
minutes in length upon completion 
and is slated to make its debut at the 
film department showcase in May. 

Hoh said he hopes the film reso- 
nates with a number of people, in- 
cluding Spielberg himself. 

“In writing and creating this film, 
I really wanted to make something 
very personal to the school, film stu- 
dents and to Spielberg,” Hoh said. 
“As we get closer to completing it, 
I hope that there’s a lot of special 
things that he will find significant 
and appreciate.”

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Cold War Kids keep music down to Earth at Observatory 


The band’s new album will 
be released on April 2.

The stars on view at the Observatory Thursday 
night were not flaming spheres of plasma; rather, 
they were five Los Angeles natives playing Ameri- 
can root-driven music — the Cold War Kids. 

After blue-hued lights illuminated the stage and 
smoke from the fog machine filled the room, the 
Cold War Kids appeared. Drummer Matt Aveiro 
cued in bassist Matt Maust, vocalist Nathan Willett 
and guitarist Dann Gallucci with soft, rolling drum 
fills before the band kicked the show into high gear. 

The group performed new songs from their album 
“Dear Miss Lonelyhearts,” which is set to be released 
on April 2, while hashing out some old favorites. 

“It’s a matter of trying to play a whole lot of 
new songs and old songs and trying to juggle them 
around,” Willett said. “[Playing new material] is one 
of those things where it’s pretty easy right now.” 

Willett said that new additions to the band include 
guitarist Gallucci, who has worked as a live engineer 
for the group before joining as a permanent member 
after original guitarist Jonathon Russell left last year. 
Although Russell’s dynamic guitar style and vocals 
were missing from the live performance, the classic 
Cold War Kids sound stayed intact with swimming surf 
guitar riffs, fill-based drums and heavy bottomed bass. 

The new material felt natural after working on the 
album in their San Pedro studio and playing several 
live shows in the past year, Maust said. 

“Tonight was the first night where it felt really, re- 
ally like we know these songs live. You play them for 
months and months in the studio, but [when] you play 
them in front of people, it’s a little hard,” he said. “To- 
night was great.”

Songs like “Tuxedos” and their latest single “Miracle 
Mile,” which are both featured on “Dear Miss Lonely- 
hearts,” channeled the blues and soul, which the group 
naturally emulates, while adding hints of electro-pop 
sounds. The new music didn’t drown in laser-filled 
synth, rather the keyboard and electro-percussion high- 
lighted the always present raw instruments and vocals. 

More familiar songs, like the hit single “Hang Me 
Up to Dry” off of their debut LP “Robbers and Cow- 
ards,” riled the crowd into a mosh frenzy, which had 
Willett stall mid-song to keep the audience’s energy 
positive. Other crowd favorites included the “Mine is 
Yours” track “Cold Toes on the Cold Floor,” during 
which Gallucci switched back and forth from an eerie 


sounding melodica and energetic guitar. 

The show closed with a prolonged encore, which 
started with a solo performance of the new track “Bot- 
tled Affection” that was sung and played on piano by 
Willett.

Arguably the 
biggest question 
mark going into the Dirtbags’ 2013 sea- 
son was how head coach Troy Buckley 
would deal with the complete turnover 
of his starting rotation. 

Three starting pitchers from last 
year’s staff, including All-Big West se- 
lection and MLB draft pick Shawn Stu- 
art, either graduated from Long Beach 
State or turned professional. The fourth 
regular starter from 2012, All-Big West 
honorable mention Ryan Strufing, had 
elbow reconstruction surgery in the 
offseason and was declared out for the 
year before he could even throw a pitch 
in 2013. 

When the Dirtbags opened their 
season with 10-4 and 12-2 losses at No. 
2 Vanderbilt, it hardly seemed that the 
pitching question had been answered. 
Even after a 16-9 win in the series 
finale, it looked as if pitching was go- 
ing to be an obstacle for the hitters to 
overcome all year. 

Five games later, the pitching staff 


looks like LBSU’s primary asset — and 


not its biggest liability. 

Starting pitchers Nick Sabo, Shane 
Carle, Landon Hunt and Jon Maciel all 
earned wins, and none gave up more than 


* one earned run over their starts. The lone 


loss suffered this week was a 3-1 defeat at 
the hands of No. 10 Arizona. 
“T didn’t think that the start was a 


true depiction of what we were going to 
be,” Buckley said. “I think the pitching 
staff is going to evolve, and we will
